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1 . Applicant argues that the amendments change the scope of the invention, and as such they are deemed to require further search and 
cannot be entered at this time. 

2. Applicant argues that the Srinivasa reference fails to show how such filtering criteria are derived other than by query to himself or herself 
(the user). However, applicant's claims and specification fail to accurately derive such data from a user's calander. Applicant argues that 
Srinivasa fails to teach anything whatsoever as to how the multi-dimensional filter criteria is derived, but in fact Apllicant also fails to claim or 
disclose such data. Therefore, the Srinivasa reference is deemed to meet all the claimed limitations, which are broad and can be 
interpreted to cover almost any type of calendar software. There is nothing in applicant's disclosure to describe how the contents of a 
calander are made into a user model. 
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
